To get the War Office out of its prevent moss 
is one thing, to establish a perfect organisation 
is another, and, while one is elsy enough, the 
other is so difficult that it will probably never 
reach accomplishment. Probably some xuch 
system as the following would best fit in with 
the constitution of the country on the one hand 
and the needs of the Army onthe other. Over 
all tho civilian War Minister. responsible to 
the House of Commons and to the conntry for 
hia department. At the head of the military 


branch the Commander-in-Chief, with tho usual j-° ° 


staff of heads. of departments, namoly, the 
adjutant-general, the quartermster-geucral,- 
the head of the artillery, and the. head of 
the engineers. Tho head ‘of. the Intelligence 
Department to take rant with thoro four 
supérior staff officers. Outside the purely 
military branch another, superintended by a 
soldier’ in tho shape of a mastor-genoral -of_ 
the ordinance, who should be responsiblo for 
the pattern, manufuctnre, and supply of arm- 
aments and storex, matters that come somewhat 
outside the sphere of most communders-iu-chivf, 
but should yet be entrusted ‘ton soldier, who, in

As a rule, however, France, like 
Germany, allows. her army to bs controllod, 
certainly as to organisation, discipline. and 
training, by soldiers, not civilians, and this 
is tho cago with avery Continental Power. | 
THE EUROPEAN ‘SYSTEM. . 
In overy ‘War Office the military side is 
similarly. organised. There is over all the 
Comumauder-iu-Chief. Under him aro a num- 
her of.\departments—the Adjutent-General's 
dealing with drill, discip.ine, and ‘tralaing ; the 
Quartermaster-General's, dealing with barracks, 
movements, fovd, transport, supply, etc.; the 
Artillery or Ordnance, dealing with guns and 


Munitions of war; the Engineer department, |. 


dealing with fortifications and cngineering; 
and, finally, a department, variously named, 
dealiny with intelligenco- and the preparation 
of plans of campaign, The financial branch is 
generally separate from the military side. This 
organisation holds,-with slight modifications of 
detail, in every Continental War Office; until 
quite recently it held with us, although we have 
never given to the Intelligenve Depurtinent the 
importanco it assumes, under iho name of the 
General Staff, in Germuny and olsewhere, _ But 
in 1895 our system, which—as: regards. the 
milifary ride of the War Office—had hitherto. 
spproximated to thb system. of all other War 
Offices in which the Commondor‘in-Chiof is 
suprenie —was changed. and the Commander-in- 
Chief-himself became. merely a: head of a 
departinent, and not even of the nist important 


THE, COMMANDER-IN-OIIEF. 

This is undoubtedly wrong from * whatever 
point of viow it is regarded... An army is 
essentially on uffair of discipline and subor- 
dination, in, which one man must conmand, 
however advisuble it may he for him to delegate 
authority to his subordinates and to consult 
them on the details of their. respective depart- 
ments. And a War Office—the haad aud front, 
the heart snd brain, of an army—must have 


one man at-its head ag its representatire man, | | 


and that: man must he a soldier. It is not 
“necessary to centralise everything in that man 
he.must and will trast his subordinates. If ho 
does not, it is either ‘his fault or that of his 
subordinates, and the dificulty can bo-ret right 
by removing one or the other. But to take 


from: the Commander-in-Chief his attributes of . 


command and set up in his place g oivilian War 
Ministor does not lessen the evil of contralisa- 
tion, as has been argued, it but trausfers it, and. 
transfers it from a trained and experienced 
soldier, whose one profession is that of armas, 
‘tg 8 civilian who, however ablo, has been selected 
for his political importance, and who, in nine 
cuses ont of ton, has had absolutely no military 
education or experience. A civilian Secretary ; 
of State.is a necessity of our constitution, but 
he should not be pormitted to usurp the fnne- 
tions of a military Commander-in-Chief. Tlie 
personal relations of . these \two important 
officials have nothing to'do with the quostion, 
which is independent of any personal relations, 
and is'a matter of n goed ora had system. - If 
these relations are had they make o Sad system 
worse, if they aro good they do not greatly 
improra it, a s 
CONBULTATIVE AND EXECUTIVE 
FUNCTIONA, . 
However ercollant.the relations between the 
Minister and tho Connaudor-in-Chief may be, 
they are not the sole, nor indeod the most 
important, thing to consider. The War Offica 
system, certainly on ita military—that is, on its 
more important—side, depends on the relationa 
of the Commender-in-Chief with his sabording. 
tea, and if ho'is in a false position the offiviency 
of thé. War Offica and, through it indirectly, 
that of {he army ia sure to suffer, The heads 
of the various departments, properly.considered, 
ure not the equals of the Commander-in-Chief, 
ag under the:present system, but: his staff, aud 
with‘a strong.uan like the late’ Commander-in- 
Chiof, the rystem of putting bis staff on an 
equality with him is boungeto lead to friction, 
just’ as if the Assistant Adjutant or Quarter- 
master-Generala were put on an equality with 
the General whose ctatt i 
po aig and the Quartermaster ‘of a battalion 
ranked alongside their own Colonel. A great 


‘should, of course, bo subordinate to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. ‘he finance depurtment 
shonld be presided over by a permanent civilian, 
and not one changing with erery: change of 
Government. There shontd also be a permanont 
Under Secretary’ for routine matters, as the head 
ofthe civil branch. ‘The whole of tho abore 
shonld form the Secretury of State's Military 
Council. ° The soldiers: named as immediately 
eubordidata to the Commander-in-Chief. to- 
gether with one other, the Military Svcretary, 
should compose the Commandor-in-Chief's 
Council. If, with anch an organisation as this, 
far greater authority were given to the generals 
commanding districts and foreign stations, thus 
decentralising work, while fixing responsibility, 
wo might find a War Office that world do its 
work well, and yet fit in with our Parliamentary 
systom.—Daily Graphic.
